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old age, and, historically, from 
women living in the 1900’s to 
women living today. Lines like, 
“Tt makes me laugh to read over 
this diary. It’s so full of con- 
tradictions, and one would think 

I was such an unhappy woman. 
Yet is there a happier woman 

than I?” bring us close to the 
questions Sophie Tolstoy was 
asking herself, and close to our 
own questions. And a paragraph 
such as this one of Florida Scott- 
Maxwell’s rises to near poetry in 
its depth of feeling and clean lan- 
guage: ‘‘Age is a desert of time— 
hours, days, weeks, years per- 
haps—with little to do. So one has 
ample time to face everything one 
has had, been, done; gather them 
all in: the things that come from 
the outside, and those from inside. 
We have time at last to make them 
truly ours.’ 

We need to read journals to be 
moved, shaken, enlivened. I think 
of May Sarton’s Journal of a Solitude 
and The House by the Sea. Anne 
Frank’s ageless Diary of a Young 
Girl probably sent some of us to 
our own diaries when we first read 
her words. George Sand’s, 
Dorothy Wordsworth’s, and 
Katherine Mansfield’s journals are 
in print. Tristine Rainer mentions, 
in her bibliography, an intriguing 
book: Diaries of Court Ladies of Old 
Japan, published in 1920 by 
Houghton Mifflin. 

I would like to see more con- 
temporary journals and journal ex- 
cerpts published—not, I hope, to 
rob the journal of its privacy, but 
to include in the world of literature 
the current woman: passionate, 
reflective, exploring. I think we 
are all interested in the process of 
living rather than its summation. 
Journals are the least stagnant use 
of feeling and language I can think 
of. 
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Some magazines are open to 
publishing journal entries. Chrys- 
alis, as I’ve noted, is one. In Los 
Angeles, where I’m connected to 
the small press and poetry com- 
munity, at least one other maga- 
zine is now considering journal 
entries for publication. There is 
a growing desire to recognize a 
form that has been demeaned, tra- 
ditionally, as ‘‘domestic.’’ Ann 
Snitow, in a paper written in 1971, 
says, ‘‘Women are not without a 
subject matter [in writing]; they 
are without respect for their sub- 
ject matter.’’ The journal seems to 
be the most natural place in which 
to find our subject matter, and, as 
we respect our journals, the outer 
world begins to give support to 
our subject matter and to our 
forms. 

Much of the journal writing and 
writing about journals seems to 
come from white, middle-class 
women. In this essay, I don’t have 
space to make any guesses about 
why this is so. This is an issue on 
which I hope readers of Chrysalis 
can shed some light. What are 
minority women up to in their 
journals, if such journals exist? 
How car we all know each other 
better through our journals? Have 
minority women found it difficult 
to keep journals because much of 
their energy has been spent in 
simply surviving, economically? 
Or have minority women been 
ignored by publishers? Do these 
women fear the exposure of their 
personal lives in a world that is 
hostile to them? I do know one 
black woman, a single-parent 
homemaker, who has just started a 
journal. She says, ‘‘I’m going to 
make me an apron with a big 
pocket in front, where I can carry 
my book around with me all day, 
and write in it whenever I have an 
idea.”’ 

If anyone needs a plan for de- 
veloping an interest in her own 
journal writing and reading, may I 
suggest that the first step be to 
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make an apron with a big pocket? 
Or, certainly, to find a book of 
blank pages whose shape and color 
are pleasing. Then write in that 
book (anything!) at a comtortable 
rhythm, over a period of time— 
several months, perhaps. Then 
turn to the helping books, such as 
One to One and The New Diary, and 
to the journals of others. By that 
time, one can judge for herself 
what appeals to her, what’s neces- 
sary for her own journal, what 
won’t work, what excites or repels 
her. A journal is, of course, finally, 
an individual experience. 

I’m about to move away from 
my typewriter, from my audience, 
and back to this new house, with 
all its unknown corners, and to my 
private exploration of my own 
corners. I think of last night’s 
dream, waiting to be written and 
discovered.
